It was That the Court Should Set Aside

Winnipeg, May 4—Mr. Justice Mac- 
Donald delivered judgment on the ap- 
plication made to him to set aside 
an order which had bee made for 
examination of certain witnesses be- 
for the three Supreme Court judges 
of Alberta.

He held that the 
conmmission was constituted by — the 
legislature and created a judicial tri- 
bunal which under provisions of the 
statute creating it, has power 'to com- 
pel the attendance of witnesses.

Expenses in the office have ‘been cut 
down from $36 to $18, and in that. all 
devouring item, “Sundries,” the saving 
has been most marked, from $176 in 
November to $23 in February, a de- 
srease af over six seventin or 85 per 
cent. 

All this saving in the cost of opera- 
tion has meant a deerease in the cast 
of electrical energy supplied to the 
virwus departments. fa November 
the cost per kilowatt neue was 3.5 
cen. In December it had dropped 
to 3.3, in January to 3.1, and last Feb- 
ruary it had been further reduced to 
28 cents.

McArthur to build the road, In Aug- 
ust he had met Clarake in Winnipeg 
and Clarke had told him that, he had 
sold the bonds. Clarke had said that 
the road could be built complete, roll- 
ing stock and all, for $17,000 a milc.

WINTER WHEAT IN 
SOUTH DAMAGED 


Extremely Dry Weather has Caused 
Destruction of Fifty Per Cent. 


of Winter Wheat.

The Calgary'News says: 

“Fully fifty per cent. of the winter 
wheat has been destroyed in the south- 
ern part’ of Alberta as the result of 
the extreme dry weather this spring,” 
said Secretary McHugh of the Calgary 
Grain Exchange today. 

“The rain that we had towards the 
latter part of last week was not suf- 
ficient to revive the germination of 
the seeds which were dying for lack 
of moisture. 

“The majority of the farmers who 
sowed fall avheat are now engayed ii 
plowing it up and making prepara- 
tions for the seeding of spring wheat 
in its stead. 

“Unless this country has more rain 
‘in the course of the next few days it 
will practically mean the total de- 
struction of the fall wheat as the lat- 
ter has reached the stage when it is 


tin dire need of moisture.” . :.

HIGH FLYERS 
IN MONTREA 


Plans are Being Made for Great 
Aviation Meet. 


WILL BE FIRST IN THE DOMINION 


It is Hoped that World's Greatest 
Aviators will be There Next © 
June or July. ; 


Montreal, May 4.—At Jast all obsta- 
cles seem to have been overcome and 
Montrealers will in June or July, have 
an opportunity of seeing the crack 
flyers of both Hurope and America 
in action. Tor some time past the 
menuers of the Automobile and Acro 
Club of Canada, ‘have ‘been seriously 
considering the possibilities of holding 
in Montreal a. great aviation meet, 
which would bring to this city aviators 
of world-wide repute and eclipse in 
size and practical demonstration any 
of the big meets heretofore held in 
other countries. 

This enterprise wil be undertaken 
with a view of giving the people of 
Montreal an opportunity of viewing 
for themselves ‘the practical progress 
that has ibeen made in the greatest 
af all sciences namely acrial naviga- 
tion, 

This will be the first aviation meet 
held in Canada and the promoters are 
prepared to make it a credit to Cana- 
dian enterprise. ‘There are many in- 
ventors in the city of Montreal who 
will welcome the event, as it vill 
serve to bring into prominence the re- 
sults of their investigations, and no- 
body knows but that it may be the 
means of bringing to the dight of day 
a ‘solution of the vexed problem of 
automatic control, which will render 
aerial navigation as safe a method 
of passenger transportation as any 
yet conceived by the mind of man. 

Jn Germany and France, in fact in 
all the Huropean -countries, -support 
is given in various ways to the native 
investigators, and this has proved a 
wonderful advantage to the progress 
of the science. Prizes will be offered 
to the local builders avho show ana- 
chiiies possessing new features, and 
in this way the encouragement which 
is so urgently needed by the early in- 
vestigator will be given. The deter- 
mination of the promoters of the meet 
to do this the enterprise 
unique in this respect. 

It is of interest to state that there 
are several well-known gentlemen in 
the city who have spent many dol- 
lars studying the problem and tbuild- 
ing model craft. In fact one gentle- 
man whose name is withheld for the 
presnt, has been following’ the study 
of aviation for the past twelve years, 
and he is anxious to show his machine 
at the big meet. 

The position which the science of 
aviation has attained in Canada is 
evidenced by the fact that McGill Uni- 
versity has been giving a course dur- 
ing the term just closing, and it is 
proposed to make the course very 
much more comprehensive next year. 

From a_- scientific and. attractive 
standpoint it is proposed to make the 
meet the greatest: sporting event in 
the history of aviation. To do this 
Will cost many thousands of dollars, 
and the money wil thave to be raised 
largely by public subscription. It is 
desired by ‘the Aero’Club that the 
mect-shall not only be a civic or, pro- 
vincial enterprise, but will be sup- 
ported by the whole Dominion of Can- 
ana, and that in this way it is essential 
that the meet shall be of such a na- 
ture as will be a credit to the Do- 
minion that could not otherwise ‘be 
unless the proper support is given 
by the government and the local busi- 
ness men.

ONE MILLION FOR STATES 


Inmigration Into Republic Greator Than 
For Several Years 


Washington, May 3.—According to 
present indications immigration to the 
United States for the fiscal year 1910 
promises to reach one million people, 
if the record for the first nine months 
of the fiscal year is maintained. “The 
arrivals for April were 136,745 aud for 
the nine months of the fiscal year 
667,049. It has been several years 
since the immigration figures reached 
the million mark. 

Of the immigrants who were ad- 
mitted:during March 110,207 were male 
and 26,539 1emale. Of these 8,400 
were German; 13,806 were of the south 
of Italy; 2,203 were Polish and 5,906 
were Greek. * 

For the firstseven months of the 
fiscal year, that is from July last to 
January inclusive, 12,092 immigrants 
were debarred, Of these 209 were 
kept out because of insanity ut feeble 
mentality in some form; 1,635 because 
they had a lothsome disease; 7,768 pe- 
cause they were liable to become a 
public charge and 589 because it was 
charged they were contract laborers. 

The immigration Jaw provides that 
for good cause immigrants who have 
been in this country for some time 
may be sent back. In that category 
the immigration bureau for the seven 
months returned to the country 
whence they came 422 persons because 
of insanity or other mental conditions,

‘Ihe 
cashier fainted in court when the guns 
and ammunition were produced. 

Colister, who is an automobile 
works mechanic, upon leaving to serve 
his sentence for ‘conspiracy to rob a 
ank, blamed an unnamed sweetheart 
ior his wild to rob and 
murder, 

“Then sentence passed upon ome 
pleased me more than I can tell,” he 
said while on his way to ‘the depot 
to take the train for Jonia. “I am 
glad of. the oportunity to get away 
from Lansing and my fonmer associ- 
ares. It may seem surprising that I 
look on a twa year's sentence with 
pleasure. But there 1 will be away 
from it all, and dy the time I am 
released will have gotten my troubles 
off my mind,

Australia will Advertise in Order to 


Attract Settlers. 
EXCURSIONS FOR LAND SEEKERS 


Parties aei Fachens to be Brought From 
Scotland to Make Tour of the 
Island. 


Melbourne, -1ay 4.—Australia is 
about to embark upon a great scheme 
of national advertising in’ Great Brit- 
ain, the Continent and America. The 
object of the promoters is the at- 
tracting to her shores such streams 
of agriculturalists, small farmers, and 
petty capitalists as shall absorb nearly 
1,000,000 acres of her virgin lands, 
and 100,000 acres of her cleared and 
irrigated settlement districts. 

The proposals of the government 
embrace the organization on a large 
scale of “Land Seekers’ Excursions,” 
somewhat similar in character to those 
conducted by the Dominion of Can- 
ada. They also include a tour of Aus- 
tralia by a party of representative 
Scottish farmers 
spend six months in the country. 
There. are other plans involving the 
production of Australian guide-books, 
the dissemination from the High Com- 
missioner’s Press bureau: in London 
of weekly news-letters which shall in- 
form the world concerning the open- 
ings for employment and the lands 
available in the different states. 

In some of the irrigation districts 
of Northern Victoria an agriculturist 
will be able to obtain go-acre blocks 
of land on which, with very little labor 
help, ‘he will be in a position to net 
from $1,500 to $2,500 a year clear pro- 
fit. This income is realized from or- 
chards and lucerne, tomatoes, maize 
and ambler cane paddocks. 

In other states, particularly in New 
South Wales and Queensland, 
preparations to absorb the coming 
tide of newcomers are on even 

vaster scale than in Victoria.

Ottawa, Ont. May 4—The Senate 
passed the anti-combines bill yester- 
day, ‘The bill, as it passed the House 
of Commons, in its penalty clauses, 
22 and 23, had the word “unduly” be- 
fore the words * ‘to. restrain or injure 
trade or commerce.” The Senate has 
amended these sections by striking 
out the word ‘ “unduly” where it oc- 
curs in this connection. ‘The amend- 
ment was passed in order to make 
these sections conform with similar 
setcions in the criinmal code where 
the word “unduly” is not used. ‘The 
effect is to render combines that may 
restrain or injure trade or  com- 
merce more easily liable to the penal- 
ties of, the jct., he measure is there- 
by strengthened. 

The Senate also amended section 32 
by adding the words “from any part 
of Canada” to the words “enforcing 
their attendance,” referring to the 
powers of boards of investigation to 
summon witnesses. ‘This is to make 
it plain that a board holding: an en- 
quiry in one prov ince may compel the 
attendance of witnesses from other 
provinces. The bill was passed with- 
out a division in committee or on any 
reading in either the louse of Com- 
mons or the Senate. 


Belcourt’s Bill Withdrawn. 


Senator Belcourt’s bill to amend 
the criminal code in such a manner 
ws to restrict the operations of Am- 
crican labor organizers in’ Canada 
was taken up, Senator Coffey making 
i motion for a six months hoist.
